Some time ago the offer was made t« 


Mr. Gault by the directors of the Wabash 
to accept the General Manager's positien 
of their road after consolidation with the 
St. Louis, Kansas City 4 Northern. Ho 
had the proposition under advisement'for 
some time, and about a week aga he went 
to New York to talk the matter over with 
the directors of these roads. After full 
consideration he decided to accept the 
offer, that is to assume full charge of the 
consolidated Wabash and St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City & Northern, as well as of the 'ex- 
tension of the latter road t* Omaha, 
which is now in the course of construc- 
tion, and will shortly be completed. The 
consolidation of the two lines has already 
been decided on by a vote of the direc- 
tors of both roads, but their actien is yet 
to be confirmed by the stockholders. The 
stockholders of tbe St. Louii, Kansas 
City & Northern meet at St. Louis Sept, 
14 to vote on the proposed consolidation, 
and those of the Wabash meet on the 
same day at Toledo for tho same purpose.

Air ORDINANCE 


Regulating the Sale of Intoxicating 


Liquori. 


SEC. 
1. Be it oniaiiiol by the City Council of 


the cUy of Decatur, That a dram shop Is a place 
where spirituous or vinous or malt liquors are 
retailed by less quantity than one gallon, and 
Intoxicating; liquors shall be deemed to include 
all such liquors within the meaning of this 
ordinance.' 
Sic. 2. Whoever not bavin? a license to 
keep a dram shop, shall, within the corporate 
limits of the city of Decatur, ty himself or 
another, either as principal, clerk or servant, 
directly or Indirectly, sell or give away any 
intoxicating liquor in any less quantity than 
one gallon, or in any quantity to be drank 
upon the premises, or In or upon »ny adjacent 
room, buildiuff, yard, street, premises, or place 
of public.resort, shall be fined not less than 
twenty-ftve dollars, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars. 
SEC.3. All placeswhcrelntoxicatingliquors 


are sold or given away in violation of this 
ordinance,shall be taken,;held and be declared 
to be common nuisances; and all rooms, tav- 
erns, eating-bouses, bazaars, restaurants, drug 
stores, groceries, coffee-houses, collars, or 
other places of public cesort where intoxicat- 
ing liquors arc sold or given away in violation 
of this ordinance, shall be deemed public 
nuisances; and whoever shall keep any such 
place, by himself, or his agent or servant, 
shall for each offense be Oncd one hundred 
dollars; and It shall be a part of the judgment, 
upon the conviction of the keeper, that the 
place so kept shall be shut up and abated until 
the keeper shall give bond with sulllcieut se- 
curity, to be approved by the court or justice, 
In the penal sum of three thousand dollars, 
payable to the city of Decatur, conditioned 
that he will not self or give away Intoxicating 
liquors contrary to the ordinances of the city 
of Decatur, and will pay all ttnes and costs 
assessed against him for any violation thereof; 
and it shall be the duty of the- court or Jus- 
tice, Jupon rendering Judgment against any 
one convicted under this section, to issue an 
order directed to the marshal, deputy marshal, 
or any policeman of the city of Decatur, com- 
manding him to shut up and abate said nui- 
sance and execute said Judgment and make 
return within ten days from the date thereof; 
and said otlicer is hereby authorized, in exe- 
cuting said writ, to summon a posse, if in his 
opinion the same is necessary. It shall not be 
necessary in any prosecution under this sec- 
tion to state the name of any person to whom 
liquor is sold. 


SEC. 4. The city council may, at any regular 
meeting, by a vote therefor of a ;majority of 
the aldermen elected, grant license for a terra 
not less than three months, nor exceeding one 
year, to such person or persons as may upply 
thereforto re tail lntoxicat!iurliijuors,upou such 
person or persons paying Into the city treasury 
the sum of one hundred and twenty-nve dol- 
lars for three months, or nvc hundred dollars 
for one year, and executing a bond to the city 
of Decatur;ln the sum of three thousand dol- 
lars, signed by at least two good and sufficient 
securities, freeholders of the city, each worth 
$3,000 over and above all liabilities on bonds or 
otherwise; which bond shall be approved by 
tha city council before the license issues, and 
conditioned that the person to whom such 
licensors granted, shall obey and observe all 
the provisions of this ordinance, and all ordi- 
nances of the city of Dccatur now in force, or 
that may hereafter be in force, regulating and 
governing retailers of liquors, and will pay all 
penalties, fines and costs assessed against him 
lor any violation thereof. Such bond shall lie 
executed and delivered to the citv regisler,(and 
nny breach of its conditions shall work a for- 
ieiture of the above penalty thereof, the 
amount of which shall he recovered before any 
court having jurisdiction, nnd shullnlso, before 
any such license shall ho issued, give bond In 
the penal sum of three thousand dollars, piiyn- 
ble to the people of the State of IllutoiR, with 
at least two good and sufficient securities, 
Irecholders of the county of Macon, to -be 
approved by the city council, conditioned that 
he will pay to all persons ail damages that they 
may sustain, cither in person or property or 
means of support, by reason of the person so 
obtaining a license, soiling or giving away in- 
toxicating liquors; and the saldclty council may 
examine all persons offered as security u pon 
any such bond under oath, and shall require 
each and every security to subscribeandswear 
to his statement in regard to his pecuniary 
ability to become such security; Pi-mlilrif, no 
such license shall bo granted until application 
shall be made and notice thereof served on 
each member ot the city council at least ten 
days before such regular meeting, nnd suid 
license shall not be transferable; and, provi- 
ded further, that any such license may, at 
any time, be revoked by a majority vote of the 
members of the city council. 


SKC. D. Whoever, by himself, or his agent or 


servant, shall soil or give intoxicating iiquorto 
any minor without the written order of his 
parent, guardian or family physician, or to any 
person Intoxicated, or who Is In the habit of 
getting intoxicated, shall, for each offense, bo 
lined twenty-live dollars. 


SKC. 0. Where intoxicating liquors arc actu- 


ally and In good faith used, or to be used, 
away from the premises where sold, for purely 
medicinal, mechanical or sacramental purpo- 
ses, druggists may be authorized by permits 
from the city council to sell. In all prosecu- 
tions against druggists proof of the sale shall 
be irrima facia evidence of guilt, and the bur- 
den of proof shall be upon the defendant, to 
show that the liquor sold was actually used, or 
to bo used, In good faith for medicinal, me- 
chanical or sacramental purposes ; provided 
such permit may at any time be revoked b\ 
the mayor, by delivering to the druggist a 
notice therof Iu writing. 


SEC. 
7. No person shall on Sunday, keep 
open, or suffer to he kept open, his or her dram 
shop, or sell or give away any Intoxicating 
liquor, or permit any such liquor to be used or 
drank at his place; of business or in any place 
adjacont thereto or under his control; nor 
shall on Sunday, admit any one into his place 
of business not belonging thereto or connected 
therewith, under a penalty of ilfty dollars for 
each offcnso. 


SEC. 
8. All dram shops shall close at ten 


o'clock at night, aud shall be kcptlcloscd until 
four o'clock the next morning. Any person 
violating this section shall be lined Ilfty dollars. 


SBC.9. No license to kecpadram shop, Inany 


room or place not Immediately heretofore 
used as a dram shop, shall be granted, unless 
tho person applying for the same shall flrst 
have published for two weeks successively in 
the newspaper publishing the ordinances of 
the city, his Intentlonof making application to 
tho city council, at Its next regular meeting 
thereafter, for said license, designating the 
house in which ho intends carrying on said 
business, and the lot on which said house Is 
situated, and the block and addition In which 
said lot Is located; which notice shall be In the 
following form, as near as may be;

SEC. 
10. If the keeper of a dram shop, or 
anyperson.by himself or servants, shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this ordinance, it 
shall toe the duty of the city marshal, deputy 
marshal, or any policeman of the city, to enter 
and close his place of busies." and turn out all 
persons found therein not belonging to the 
premises, and keep said premises closed until 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be com- 
plica with. And for the purpose of suppress- 
ing tho illegal sale of Intoxicating liquors, the 
mayor is hereby authorized to appoint a secret 
police, at such times and In sucn numbers as 
In his opinion the Interests of the city require. 
SuchJpoUcc to be at all times subject)to the 
direction of the mayor, and may be by him 
removed at pleasure. 


SEC. 
II. No keeper of a dram shop, or other 


person shall, by himself or servant, suffer or 
permit any person to drink to excess or drunk- 
enness Iu his premises, or In any place adja- 
cent thereto or under his control, nor shall 
suffer any species of gambling in any part 
thereof, or in any place adjacent thereto or un- 
der his control, under a ^tnalty of twenty-Bvo 
dollars In each case. 


SKC. 
12. No keeper shall employ a minor as 
servant or clerk In a dram shop, nor harbor or 
entice or suffer any miaor or Intoxicated per- 
son to remain or loiter In or about his place of 
business, under a penalty of ten dollars; nor 
shall auch keeper suffer any loud or boisterous 
talking, or obscene or profane language, quar- 
relling, singing, flghtlmr, or other disturbance, 
in or about his place of business, or in any 
place adjacent thereto or under his control, to 
the annoyance or disturbance of persons pass- 
Ing along the street or public square in Ihe 
vicinity thereof, or to the disturbance of the 
peace and quiet of persons doing business or 
residing In the neighborhood thereof, under a 
penalty of twenty dollars for each offense. 


SEC. 
13. Any minor or intoxicated person 


who shall loitt-r in any drum shop, after being 
notified vcrhiilly by the keeper thereof or hia 
servant to leave, or whoever shail make any 
such noise or disturbance mentioned in the 
preceding section, or shall speak any profane, 
indecent. Insulting or obscene language', In any 
place loud enough to be heard by persons 
passing, or in the presence of ;or while any 
female may be near enough to be likely to 
hear the same, shall lie fined not less than nvc, 
nor more than one hundred dollars for each 
offense. And it shall bethe duty of Ihe keeper 
of any dram shop, and he, or his servant, Is 
hereby authorized ,tfl arrest any person viola- 
ting this section and take him before nny mag- 
istrate In the city for trial. 


SEC. 14. Upon a second conviction of the 
keeper of any dram shop for a violation of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, in addition 
to the penalty Imposed, the license of the 
offender shall be forfeited, and the court or 
magistrate before whom the conviction Is bad, 
shall enter as a part of the judgment of such 
second conviction a forfeiture of the license 
of such offender. 


SEC. 15. The city marshal, deputy marshal 


and all police officers shall see that the provis- 
ions hereof are strictly observed and enforced.
